ENTER NATIONAL PLAYOFFS

teams won the right to represent the Province of Quebec in National University 
playoff competition.

where they will make their first-ever appearance in the CWIAU Nationals. The 
Tommies open up the tournament against the University of Winnipeg Wesmenettes 
on Thursday evening at 8:00 p.m. at the University of New Brunswick gymnasium. 
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
